AN ACT
RELATING TO AND MAKING TRANSPORTATION AND OTHER INFRASTRUCTURE=
RELATED APPROPRIATIONS TO THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPOR=
TATION, INCLUDING ALLOCATION AND USE OF MONEYS FROM THE ROAD
USE TAX FUND AND THE PRIMARY ROAD FUND, AND PROVIDING FOR THE
NONREVERSION OF CERTAIN MONEYS.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
